Aruna road, one debouches at the north end 
of the pass upon a large plain; and here, af 
the mouth of the defile, elevated upon a 
height, stood the ancient town of Megiddo 
The plain ie triangular in form, with its 
apex at the port of Haifa on the Mediter- 
ranean. Its south side is formed by the 
Ridge of Carmel, and its north side by the 
1000-foot bluffs of Galilee. The River Jor- 
dan forms its base. This amphitheater of 
some 300 square miles, for centuries the 
cockpit of the Near East, is known as Eedrae- 
lon, or simply as the Plain of Armageddon 


ERE spreads the classic battlefield of 
H the Scriptures. Here Sisera met over- 

throw, and was treacherously slain by 
that inhospitable matron, the bloodthirsty 
Jael. while Deborah chanted her lay of vic- 
tory. Here Gideon surprised and slaughtered 
the Midianites in a night attack; and here 
Saul, routed by the Philistines, fell upon his 
sword. Here, too, Elijah butchered 850 proph- 
ets of Baal who ate at Jezebel's table; while 
King Josiah, rashly sallying forth to oppose 
the Pharaoh Necho as he marched against As- 
syria, was killed by an arrow. 

Across this very plain stormed Jehu, the 
son of Nimshi, to be identified from afar by 
the fury of his driving; and he wounded 
King Ahaziah #0 sorely that ‘‘he fled to Me- 
giddo, and died there.’ Here also lay tie 
enormous camp of Holofernes, fated to die 
at the faithless hand of Judith; and here 
raged the marches and countermarches of 
Jews, Syrians and Egyptians in Hasmonean 
days. 

And at Nazareth, on the hills of Galilee, 
with the entire field of immemorial blood 
stretching away to the south at his feet, 
there no doubt stood at times in a muse the 
highland lad who was destined to be wor- 
shiped in distant lands and eras as ‘‘The 
Prince of Peace,”’ and in whose name more 
lives were to be taken than ever fell at 
Armageddon. 

Senorous names of secular history also 
echo across the plain. Here passed frantic 
Cambyses, amazonian Zenobia and fated Sen- 
nacherib, all invading Africa from Asia. The 
imperial tread of Alexander the Great, rush- 
ing from the siege of Tyre to the conqueat 
of Exypt, and returning north to shatter tlie 
Persian Empire at Issus, thundered across 
the region. Thither came the elephants and 
engines of Antiochus the Great. Pompey the 
Great, Vespasian, Titus and Mark Antony, 
attended by the litters of Cleopatra and her 
ladies, founded there a Roman peace upon a 
Roman conquest, and lefi tu this day th3 
Roman names of Lejjun (Legio) and Kastra 
(Castrum). 


CHRISTIAN civilization followed, and 

the valley filled with cloisters. Then 
4 BD ithe Arabs swarmed back, infuriated by 
a new faith, and by routing the Byzantine 
army on the Plain of Armageddon, turned 
Palestine for 500 years into a Mohammedan 
dependency. Later came the Crusaders to rear 
their castles, and from the Ridge of Carmel 
floated the black-and-white banners of the 
Templars and the red cross of the Hospital- 
lers. Richard the Lion-hearted, Saint Louls 
of France and the chivalrous Saladin left 
their footprints upon the plain. 

After the expulsion of the Crusaders, Ar- 
mageddon was closed to the west until 1799. 
Then the mightiest orb of the military firm- 
ament flashed briefly across its face. With 
his monstrous ambition of founding an em- 
pire on the Euphrates, Napoleon Bonaparte 
drove north from Egypt, traversed the 
Aruna road, passed by the very site of Me- 
giddo, and proceeded to his futile siege of 
Acre. But the first of his great retreats 
followed the sea coast instead of the Aruna

The latest battle of Armageddon followed 
precisely the strategy of the earliest known 
engagement at this spot. Like Thutmose, 
forty centuries ago, Gen. Allenby disdained 
to turn the flank of the foe, and launched a 
blow straight at his center. Up the Aruna 
road itself he flung an attack of cavalry, and 
hurled his infantry through at its heels. The 
Turkish force, cut asunder, was routed 
upon the plain, at the foot of the knoll upon 
which once stood Megiddo. Once more the 
name of Armageddon volleyed across the 
world. 

Gen. Allenby told Dr. Breasted in London 
recently that, when it was decided to reward 
his victory with a peerage, the College of 
Heralds suggested that he should bear the 
title of Lord Allenby of Agmageddon. The 
modest soldier rejected this rather spectac- 
ular appellation, and chose to be known as 
Lord Allenby of Megiddo. Hw wears on his 
watch chain a broken scarab, relic of some 
ancient Egyptian invasion, which he picked 
up on the battlefield. 


OO iva since I began my Oriental 


studies,’’ said Dr. Breasted recent- 

ly to the writer in his study at the 
University of Chicago, ‘‘l have been fAsci- 
nated by the idea of making excavations at 
Megiddo. I have twice visited the site—in 
1920 and 1923—and there is no doubt that 
the town is there. I myself have paced off 
its bastions—outlines of stone rising from 
the earth. 

“You will be surprised to learn that a 
city bearing so spacious a name was only 
about 1000 feet in length and much less in 
width. We are constantly amazed by the 
emall size of places which in ancient times 
won enormous celebrity. The Athens of 
Pericles, for instance, was a hamlet of sun- 
dried brick houses which you could walk 
across in five minutes. 

“This expedition is the latest activity of 
the Oriental Institute of the University of 
Chicago, which was founded as a result of 
a letter which I wrote six years ago to Mr.

It 
was my idea to found a laboratory in which 
the available data on the ancient history of 
man might be collated and analyzed. Mr. 
Rockefeller approved of the suggestion and 
agreed to subscribe $10,000 a year. He 
has since increased this sum very substan- 
tially. 

“We now have six different staffs in the 
field—three in the Near East and three in 
museums of the United States and Burope. 
One expedition, with headquarters at Luxor, 
Egypt—-two miles from the tomb of Tu- 
tankhamen—is making facsimile copies of 
thousands of square yards of inscriptions on 
the temple walls, which are going to de- 
struction and which have never before been 
accurately reproduced. Another staff, at 
Cairo, Egypt, is making a record of multi- 
tudes of wooden coffin texts—the origins 
of the famous Book of the Dead. 

“The third staff, at Megiddo, was made 
possible by means of a special fund given 
by Mr. Rockefeller. It is sufficient to de- 
fray the cost for five years. The field di-

rector is Clarence §. Fisher, formerly ig 
charge of excavations for the museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania, in Philadelphia. 
Associated with him, as surveyor and map- 
maker, is Dr. Daniel F. Higgins, who took 
his degree at the University of Chicago. 
There are three other members of the staff, 
besides an Egyptian foreman, whose task it 
is drum up a force of several hundred work- 
men from the Arabian farms. 

“We shall adopt American methods of 
excavation—that is, instead of merely dig- 
ging a hole in the ground, we shall remove 
the soil in horizontal layers, and make a 
minute study of each stratum before it is 
thrown aside. Dr. Heinrich Schiiemann, 
who dug down after ancient Troy like a dog 


after a woodchuck, excavated a huge crater, 
but never laid eyes on the true Homeric city. 
He went right through it without being 
aware of the fact, and covered up its re- 
mains in the debris he tossed aside. 

“What shall we find? Undoubtedly a pa- 
lace, for Megiddo was always the seat of a 
robber King who levied toll on passing com- 
merce and acted as a sort of watchdog, now 
in the pay of the Pharaohs and now in that 
of Assyria, Babylonia or Persia. The walled 


town lay at the most commanding point on . 
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the highway from the Nile to the Euphrates; 
and any conqueror, whether coming north 
from Egypt or south from Asia, was com- 
pelled, before he could proceed further, to 
capture or bribe the fortress which  over- 
looked the pass. 

“We shall probably unearth relics of a 
series of cities—with mementos in turn of 
Arabs, Crusaders, Romans, Greeks, Hebrews 
and Canaanites—for Megiddo was a rich 
and powerful city of the highly civilized 
Canaanites long before it fell into the hands 
of the Hebrew barbarians.

Notable Features in the Life of a 100% Maya 


The Tulane University Mexican Expedition Explains:

In such cases, as in our coun- 
try, there are doctor bills and funerals 
These modern Mayas, you know, wield a 
mean machete. 

Speaking of funerals, Mr. LaFarge tells of 
one he attended at the Finca (ranch) En- 
canto, while he and Mr. Blom were making 
some of the most remarkable discoveries of 
their expedition In the Oconsingo Valley. 

“One of the strongest characteristics of 
the modern Maya is his certainty to carry 
out a threat of death,’ Mr. LaFarge began. 
“If he tells a man he ie going to kill him, 
that man may as well get out of the country 
or shoot first. Otherwise he is certain to 
die. 

“Two men had been working side by aside 
on the Encanto Finca; they were good 
friends. Several years ago, however, one 
had promised to kill the other. So one day 
during our stay there, they drank too much 
rum The alcohol made the ons remember 
his threat and he did a neat job with his 
machete on the other's anatomy. The wound- 
ed man ran to hie hut, seized an old n.uzzle- 
loader and poured a heavy charge of buck- 
shot into his assailant He escaped to the 
woods while the dead man’s widow ran to 
his side and began wailing over his bleeding 
form. The funeral services were scheduled 
to start after supper. I took two candles and 
went to see the wake, as the Maya terms 
the services. 


‘ 
rq LARGE throng of mourners were 
A packed in a small house some dis- 
tance from the dead man’s abode 

It is their custom to place a lighted candle 
in the home of the deceased and hold the 
funeral services as far away as possible. The 
mow ners had planted themselves around the 
corpse, which was wrapped in a thick bundle 
of clothes, with a heavy wrapping cloth in- 
closing the whole The face was Tovered. 
“A group of women sat on the ground 
nearest the body with black shawls over 
their heads. The widow, of course, was the 
center of attraction Upon her depended 
the success or failure of the funeral She, 
evidently, was makjng a big hit. She ailter- 


nately kneeled et her slain husband's head , 


rocked back into a squatting position and 
then forward again First she-dug her fists 
into his eves and then, keening at the top 
of her Iungws in an indescribably weird man- 
ner, she transferred the fists to her own 
eyes. This process was repeated interm- 
inably How the poor woman did it Is be- 
yond me. 

“When the funeral was well under way 
the other women joined the chief mourner 
in the systematic keening They walled 
with her in perfect rhythm It was a cres- 
cendo wail. reaching the greatest volume at 
the highest note and breaking off abruptly 
with blood-curdling screams. A man at the 
door picked a guitar in accompaniment 
Later violinists were engaged to relieve the 
fatigued gultarist Strangely enough, the 
widow was able to keep it up all night. Her 
terrible wailing was the last thing I heard 
that night before falling asleep and the first 
sound I heard on awaking the next morning 
To my knowledge, the only time she stopped 
for breath was while my two candles were 
being lighted. 

‘Late at night there was an exhibi- 
tion of ceremonial dancing, participated in 
by all of the dead man’s friends and rela- 
tives. Next morning the burial took place. 
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HILE some Maya tribes still fol- 
low the ancient custom of bury- 


uses a burying ground 
on. the outskirts of the city. 
beating down unmercifully, 
followed the procession to the cemetery.

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HE birth of a Tseltal child also is an 
interesting event of the village. Two 
days before the afiticipated occurrence | 
the mother Is fed all she can eat and drink. 
Her friends and neighbors see to it that she 
is well taken care of. At the hour of birth 
a group of women kneel around the hut 
and pray. The prospective mother kneeri: 
and the child is received in a blanket. While 
all this is transpiring the husband stands 
near by and nonchalantly smokes pipe or 
cigarettes, as if nothing out of the ordinary 
was taking place. 
The child ts left alone in the blanket with 
an ear of corn placed by its side. This is 


to prevent the evil spirits from taking away 
its soul. When the child becomes old enough 
to work, if it is a boy it is given a machete 
and he goes out with his father; if a girl, 
it receives a matete, or stone with which to 
grind corn, and she becomes an Official part 
of the household. 


The Indians are very superstitious, In the 
quaintest way imaginable, according to Mr. 
LaFarge. 

“The Maya firmly belleves that every man 
has a Nagual, or a kindred spirit in some 
afilmal,”’ he explained. ‘In just what ani- 
mal his Nagual resides ts: disclosed to him 
in @ dream or through some other super- 
natural means. If the Nagual is in «@ lion, 
the Indian is supposed to be very strong: if 
it happens to lodge itn a rabbit, well, the na- 
tive is somewhat ‘out of luck.” He com- 
mands little reapect in the tribe and, ordl- 
narily, is rather short-lived.

He also tie 
obliged to go to considerable trouble to re- 
cover his soul after belng startied or fright- 
ened; then it surely leavéea him until he calle 
it back with the proper ceretnony. he be- 
lleves 

“We heard many stories, most of them ri- 
diculously comical, of the weird extremes to 
which the Mayas carry out these supersti- 
tions. We were told that a Mexican entered 
a house one time and saw two old Indians 
sitting in opposite corners with their backs 
turned -to one another. In the center of 
the room two dogs were fighting When 
asked what it was all about, one of the In- 
diane replied ‘I'm fighting my friend over 
there. It later developed that the old men 
were fighting throwagh their Naguals, or 
souls, ip the dogs When the battle was 
over the faces of both men were black and 
blue, an extraordinary example of the ter- 
rific power of auto-euggestion among these 
people. 

“We were also told,” concluded Mr. La- 
Farge, reminiscentiy, “that the Iadians place 
red paint on their bullets so they will sot 
tire before they reach thelr marks.”

Library Commission 
and the commission, unable to come upon 
the desired facts by means of its own faci)l- 
tles, wrote to the Traveling Libraries De- 
partment of the St. Louis Public Library. 
The list of manufacturers was furnished in 
short order.
